BERKMAN AND GOLONAN 
ARRESTED IN NEW YORK 


Police Wield Clubs at Outbreak 
_ of: Anti-Drafters 


New York. — While 


Alexander 
Berkman and Emma Goldman, 
known as anarchists, were being 


locked in the Tombs Prison last Sat- 
urday afternoon pending action by 
the federal grand jury on a charge 
that the two conspired against the 
draft, hundreds of their 
sympathizers assembled in the vi- 
cinity of City Hall Park to protest 
against the state military census.’ A 
squad of police reserves, unable to 
disperse them, was foreed to club 
the mob. Several persons were hurt, 
including a police sergeant. 

About 500 marched 
from the Kast Side to the City Hall 
to present a petition to Mayor Mitchell 
protesting against the state military 
census were returning to their homes 
after being told the Mayor was not 
in his office, when they were stam- 
peded by anarchist agitators. The 
women then re-formed their ranks 
and started a second march upon the 
City Hall, “Down with the 
draft.” 

As they approached City Hall Park 
they charged the police reserves with 
hatpins and fists. The police were 
forced back until additional reserves 
were summoned. Several women and 
some of the injured. 
Three women were arrested. 

One hundred and fifty young men 
who were seized at anti-conseription 
meetings for failure lo register were 
released on promises to Comply with 
the law.

The languages and literatures of 
Greece and Rome will alwuys remain 
attractive fields for students whose 
tastes and natural capacities are chief.

Prescribed part of general secondary

Great Army of French War 
Aviators to Become Mail 
Carriers When Peace Comes. 


It ts said that the French govern- 
ment is planning to convert its corps 
of army aviators, thousands upon thou- 
sands of them, into mail carriers after 
the war. 

There are no technical difficulties in 
the way. according to the Toronto 
Airplane engines 
have been perfected to the highest de- 
gree of relinbility; their speed has 
short of thick fog, a violent thunder- 
storm or a hurricane bordering almost 
on a tornado now serves to prevent 
flying—with rarely a casualty from 
natural causes.

Gas and Electricity Are 
Acting Mighty Decent 

Bakers advance the price of bread, 
millers advance the price of flour, 
packers advance the price of bacon 
but light and juice stay at the old 
figures. 

Gas and electricity have not ad- 
vanced but the cost of everything 
entering into the production -of 
these necessities has gone up from 
30 to 50 per cent. 

The cost of 29 articles in common 
use in. making gas and electricity 
have advanced »29 per cent from 
1914 to 1916, and since 1916, have 
gone up 72 per cent. or 101 per 
cent in three years. 

Oil for making gas and power 
has gone up fifty per cent and it 


‘will cost one company operating in 


California a million dollars more 
for fuel in 1917 than in 1916. 

All kinds of federal taxes have 
been advanced and the state tax 
rate on the class of utilities has 
been advanced from 5.25 per cent 
to 5.60 per cent on the gross 
revehues. 

Anybody can takea flier at a 
light or puwer company. Cities 
can threaten them with duplication 
or public ownership. , Labor agi- 
tators can raid them. But the fact 
remains they alone have not ad- 
vanced rates on account of the 
h.c. 1.
